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St ml j autl Smoke. 
One of the professors of the 
Polytechnic School oi Paris, 
inquired into the habits of the 
160 students there, and then 
made a comparison between 
their devotions to study and 
to smoke. He found that 102 
were smokers, and 58 never 
1 used, or they i-aid they never 
used, the noxious weed. He 
then found thai in each grade 
of the school the students who 
did not smoke outranked those 
who did smoke, and that the 
scholarship of the smokers 
steadily deteriorated as the 
smoking continued. On ac- 
count of several trustworthy 
reports of such a nature, the 
minister of public instruction 
in France issued a circular to 
the directors of colleges and 
schools, forbidding tobacco to 
students, as injurious to phys- 
ical and intellectual develop- 
ment. The Catholic Guar- 
dian is authority for the state- 
ment that the youth of Catho* 
lie colleges are not allowed to 
use tobacco in any way ; and 
to this fact is attributed much 
of their proficiency in mathe- 
matics, and the other branch- 
es which wear more particu- 
larly on the intellect than 
some others — Ciiiustlah Un- 
ion.

Moscow's Great Cathedral 
What must, without doubt, 
be conceded as the most mag- 
nificent church edifice in the 
world is the great cathedral at 
Moscow, "The Church of St. 
Saviour,'' recently completed 
there. 

The foundations of the 
church are ot English granite, 
and the whole edifice is faced 
with marble, the door being 
of bronze, ornamented with 
Biblical subjects, and lined 
with oak. The principal en- 
trance measures 30 feet high 
by 18 feet broad, and the two 
doors weigh 13 tons, the total 
cost of all the doors being 
$360,000. This building is 
erected in the form of a Greek 
cross, three of the broad ends 
of which form the corridors, 
lower and upper, surrounding 
three sids of, and open to, the 
center square, or temple prop- 
er, while the fourth end is oc- 
cupied by the altar and its 
appurtenances. 

The total cost of all the 
marble in the building exceed- 
ed $2,000,000. Lifting one's 
eyes, the galleries are seen to 
contain 36 windows, and the 
cupola 16, all of which are 
double, with frames of bronze. 
Hound the cupola is one row 
of 640 candelabra, placed 
there at a cost of $120,000, 
with a second row of $600, 
costing an additional $60,000. 
There are 4 lustres weighing 
4 tons each, and the total 
number of candles to be light- 
ed throughout the building is 
upward of 3,000. At the top 
of the cupola is a painting by 
Professor Markoff, represent- 
ing in colossal proportions the 
first person of the blessed 
Trinity as an old man with 
the infant Jesus. The ;height 
of the figure is 49 feet, the 
length of the face 7 feet, and 
the height of the infant 21 
feet. Also, below the cupola 
are a number of figures of 
Apostles and Fathers, each 21 
feet high. Great expense has, 
of course, been lavished on 
the eastern end of the church. 
The cost ot materials and 
workmanship for the' altar 
space, apart from the icons of 
sacred pictures, amounted to 
$150,000. In this part of the 
church are some of its most 
remarkable paintings, most, 
if Hot all, by Russian artists. 
The structure of the altar 
screen is a departure from the 
traditional Russian type, for 
instead of a tall, ugly Wank 
partition, half or two-thirds 
of the height of the church,
